Continued Imprisonment of 


Debs is Persecution, Says 


Theosophical Head in Cit) 


L. W. Rogers, Who Was Himself Imprisoned During 


Pullman Strike and Knew Debs Intimately, is 


Here for Lecture On "Thought Power" 


"The imprisonment 
of Eugene 


Debs at this time seems to me more 
like persecution than just punish- 
ment. It is foolish. I don't agree 
in the least with Debs on the war; 
but I know him to be a man of great 
intellectual and heart development 
and that it is his keen sympathy 
with the unfortunate that prompts 
him to take the course . he does." 
This is the statement of L. W. Rog- 
ers, national president of the Amer- 
ican Thcosophical society, who lec- 
tures at the city library tonight at 
S o'clock under the auspices of the 
local Theosophical organization. His 
subject is to be Thought-Power and 
Fate. 


"I believe that Deb's sentence was 


too severe and that all 
prisoners 


held because they expressed their 
nonest conviction should be released. 
They should only be confined while 
there is danger that they may do 
harm to the country. It is a great 
mistake to keep them imprisoned," 
he declared. 


Mr. Rogers was, some twenty 


years ago editor of the Chicago Kail- 
way Times, and he figured promi- 
nently in the famous Pullman strike. 
During this strike tho employers 
asked the courts for an injunction 
to restrain this paper from publish- 
ing anything more concerning the 
true condition of the workers, but 
Mr. Rogers, feeling that a great in- 
justice was 'being done, continued to 
publish news of the strike. He was 
l!ned and sentenced to 30 days in jail 
for contempt of court. It was dur- 
ing this strike that Mr. Rogers came 
to know Eugene Debs intimately. 


Mr. Rogers 
believes that the 


steady good sense 
of the masses 


may be relied upon to prevent this 
country from going to extremes on 
any political or other issue. Speak- 
ing of the experiment of North Da- 
kota and its Nonpartisan 
govern- 


ment, he expressed the opinion that 


it is a good thing that states unde 
the national constitution may be al 
lowed to try out such measures. 


Touching upon the unemploymen 


problem Mr. Rogers declared tha 
in times of great business., depres 
sion like the present, when ' privat 
enterprise is not prospering, publii 
works should be employed1 tp givt 
jobs to thousands who are withou 
means of earning a livelihood.. 


In this lecture on Thought Powe 


and Fate tonight, Mr. Rogers 
wil 


take the position that thought is a 
force in the same sense «s electrici 
ty. 
Thought and emotion, he be 


lieves, are the sources of all good 
and. ill fortune and hence it is of ex- 
treme 
importance 
to understand 
thought. 


Theosophy, he declares, is an ap- 


plied and 
new psychology, while 


modern psychology is too material- 
istic, looking at everything from a 
purely physical point of view. The- 
osophy looks -at the world from a 
spiritual .viewpoint, he asserts. 
It 


doesn't say: v"Man has a soul." . It 
says: Man is'a soul and has a phys- 
ical bddy. It says that human con- 
sciousness is really a fragment of 
the supreme being, arid for this rea- 
son,' by means of dreams, the fu- 
ture is sometimes revealed to us. 


Mr. 
Rogers 
characterized the 


Freudian theory, with it hypothesis 
that the dream is a manifestation oi 
suppressed desire, as narrow a 
materialistic. He declared thst not 
all dreams can be explained as the 
result of expressed desire. As an 
example of this he cites the dream 


Abraham Lincoln a few nights 


before his assasination. 
Lincoln 


dreamed, according to the 
current 


version, that the Whit«houso was 
Iraped in black and everyone was 
mourning, and when he asked whose 
death was being lamented, the an- 
swer was that the president had 
been assassinated.

The Wisconsin governor says tha 


the cor.foreiice would be absolutely 
futile so far as freight rate legisla- 
tion is concerned, adding that the 
Esch-Cummins law "is in full swing 
and governors and states are power- 
less to change that law until the 
states change their representatives 
n Congress." 


'•Permit me to suggest," he says 


"that Iowa and Wisconsin each elect- 
ed a U. S. senator who declared the 
Esch-Cummins law to be the most 
progressive piece of legislation ever 
enacted, and of course their concep- 
tion might have been that it is a 
very progressive law, but 
it pro- 


gresses backward. 


"If the conference^ "you suggest 


could persuade enough.'of the U. S. 
senators who voted for the Esch- 
Cummins law to resign, we might 
be able to get a senate that would 
repeal the vicious legislation. That 
law distresses the farmers and bur- 
iens the consumer. 


"The 
employment question 
is 


quite another problem," Gov. Blaine 
declares. "There is a; national con 
ference to consider that question. 
We have had state and local confer- 
ences considering the question,, and 
we are making some progress to re- 
'ieve unemployment in some of the 
crafts. 


"The great pinch is with the in- 


dustrial workers. 
Our industries 


are crippled to a very large degree 
by reason of the extreme freight 
rates on both the raw and the finish- 
ed product. I suggest that the ques- 
tions I submit be seriously consider- 
ed at such conference."

Liquor Caused Crime, 
R. N. Nelson Declares 
He Was Told by Johnson 


Former District Attorney 


is Still of Belief Man 


Committed Crime 


TELLS 
OF 
CONFESSION 


Was Not Induced by Johnson's 


Fear of Vengeance, He 
„ 


Says On Stand 


"Mr, Nelson, do you still think that 


Johnson is guilty of the murder of 
Annie Lemborger?"' 
"I certainly do." 
That was the reply made Tuesday 


afternoon by Attorney Robert 
N. 


Nelson, district attc.vuiy at tho time 
that Johnson was tried for the mur- 
der of Annio Lembergcr, to a ques- 
tion asked of him yesterday by At- 
torney Stolen in the pardon hearing 
being held before Commissioner Ru- 
Cus §. Smith. 


'Mr. Nelson denied that the con- 


fession which Johnson made to him 
ten years ago was induced by John- 
son's fear of the vengeance of 
a 


mob. 
Mr. Nelson related in detail 


how Johnson had made the confes- 
sion of his guilt before himself and 
Judge Donovan in tho old municipal 
court room. 
"Johnson, why did you do such a 


terrible thing," Mr. Nelson said was 
one of the questions which he asked 
f Johnson at the time of the con- 
fession. 


"Well I had been mixing beer 


and whiskey ' and 
what devilish 


things will not a man do when he 
has been doing that," Mr. Nelson 
said was Johnson's reply. 


Mr. Nelson explained that ho had 


mly consented to allow Johnson to 
plead guilty after Johnson's attor- 
ney, "Emerson Ela, had advised that 
it was the only thing to do, Mr. 
Nelson stated further that he ex- 
plained to Johnson fully just what 
the plea of guilty would mean to 
Johnson. 


"Yes I know that it will be some- 


thing 'terrible but I am jruilty," re- 
plied Johnson. 


Mr. Nelson said that he had given 


Mr. Johnson every consideration at 
the time of tha trial and that ho 
•>nly consented to 
have 
Johnson 


plead guilty after Johnson.had per- 
sisted in his statement that he had 
killed Annie Leroberfrer and after 
Judge Donovan and Emerson Ela 
had agreed that the only thing that 
could be done was to accept John- 
ion's, statement, 


Mr. Nelson said that when the 


statement was made to him Johnson 
was not under any fear and repeat- 
edly said to Mr. Nelson: 


"Why should I be afraid?" 
Mr. Nelson said, however, that 


Johnson requested that^he be taken 
way on the afternoon of the day on 
which he made the confession. 


Mr. Nelson told of the 
evidence 


which he had .gathered before John- 
son confessed his guilt. Mr. Nelso_n 
said that Johnson was arrested in 
the first place through a request 
made of the police by Coroner Lynch, 
Coroner-Lynch, said Mr. Nelson, 
first noticed the fact that Johnson 
seemed to be haunting every move 
that was made in the investigate. 
Lynch said that Johnson was con- 
tinually hanging around the morgue 
where the body of Annie Lemberger 
lay and that finally the coroner had 
to order Johnson away from the 
premises. Lynch stated that it was 
a fixed law in criminality that the 
criminal always 
returns 
to the 


scene of his cr:me or^o the neigh- 
borhood where the victim's remains 
lie. 


Acting on the request of Coroner 


Lynch the police finally arrested 
Johnson, They let him go, however, 
following 
the 
first 
questioning. 


Johnson again continued to hang 
around the morgue and again Lynch 
'nsisted on his arrest. 


Mr. Nelson also told about how 


the Lembergers 
had 
been 
fully 


questioned at the time of tha Kr- 
oner's inquest. Mr. Nelson said they 
were grilled separately and that no 
member of the family knew what 
the other had said. Mr. Nelson said 
that they had all told the same stery 
and that he had never been able to 
shake their testiwmy. 
The Lem- 


berger boy, then 10 years,' told a 
story that corroborated that of his 
parents 'in every detail. 


Mr. Nelson then went on to say 


that he felt that Johnson was a mor- 
al pervert, that the room in which 
Annio slept was plainly visible from 
the street and that it was a practice 
or Johnson to go back and forth in 
front of thc house. 


Mr. Nelson also said that one of 


tho physicians had ad-vised him at 
the time of the trial that certain 
marks on the girl's body indicated 
that she had been in the clutches of 
a moral pervert. 


Mr. Nelson also said that he had 


been told by Mrs. Johnson that she 
was not sure that Johnson was at 
homa on the night of the murder.

son had been'sent to prison once for 
cutting ties on a railroad track at 
Darlington.

The proposed consolidation was 


authorized by the 
transportation 


act. 
. In the main, the plan proposed 
by tho commission 19 that drafted 
under its direction by Professor 
William 2. Hipley, Harvard univer- 
sity, but that variations were made. 
Tho following consolidated systems 
are among those proposed by the 
commission:.

Hartford; Boston and Maine; Ban- 
gor and Aroostook;

contests. 


Its abolishment has been the sub 


ject cf mucH discussion by lovers o: 
amateur sports, and the wisdom o 
the Athletic council has been ques 
tioned. 


The reply of Director Jones fol 


lows: 
Editor Daily Cardinal: 


The communication In last Fri- 


day's Cardinal commenting on the 
discontinuance, of coupon books by 
the Department of Physical Educa- 
tion merits both a reply and an ex- 
planation. 
I am therefore asking 


that this be published for the ben- 
efit of the writer of the communi- 
cation as well as the student body 
at large. 


The coupon book 
has been for 


some time a financial loss to the 
department, the printing alone cost- 
ing a largo per cent of the amount 
received from its sale. Added to 
this was the loss occasioned by the 
need of reserving seats from our 
limited capacity for coupon holders 
at' approximately 19 cents a coupon, 
and thereby losing their sale at pub- 
lic rate of $2.00 or at the regular 
student rate of 60 cents. 


While it is true that minor sports 


will suffer somewhat from the dis- 
continuance of the -book, it is a 
no*-*ble fact that the 
number of 


coupons redeemed for minor sport 
events has been very small in com- 
parison to the number used for the 


more popular events at which our 
seating capacity has been taxed to 
the utmost. 


It is true that theVoomplaints of 


the coupon holders of last year 
in • measure 
responsible for the 


action of the council in abolishing 
the book, since the agitation caused 
oy them following the Homecoming 
g-ame resulted in the appointment 
of a 
committee' by the 
Student 


Senate to discuss' the matter with 
a view to a possible improvement 
in 
conditions. 
This 
committee, 


under date of March 25, submitted. 
:he following recommendation for 
the consideration of 
the Athletic 
council: 


"The elimination of the coupon 


book and. the sale of tickets to nil 
"itudents at student rate of 60 cents 
'/hen personal fee card - 'is pre- 
;ented."

Since at no time was there any 


bought of discontinuing the stu 
ent rate of 50 .cents which has and 
,lways will, no doubt, remain in 
orce, the council accepted the rec- 
mmendation of the committee and 
oted to discontinue the sale of the 
oupon. .

iVerdi, the greatest name in Ital- 


ian opera and the user of the world's 
best composers in many lines, is an 
inspiring example1 of what genius 
and hard work can ' accomplish. 
Born of humble parentage,-he early 
displayed unusual 
musical 
talent, 


was a church organist at the age of 
twelve, and «t seventeen had already 
obtained considerable attention as 
a 
composer. 
During these 
first 


years he used any text that he found 
and «often gave lovely melodies to 
characters and scenes that were too 
poor to survive even when aided by 
nis music. As he grew older he used 
greater care in, the selection'of his 
storiei .and, like Schubertj as his 
texts grow finer, the music which 
he wrote for them became better. 
Someone has said, "Verdi began by 
writing down to his public, but endsd 
by drawing his public upward to a 
higher domain of art." It is note- 
worthy that perhaps his jnost finish- 
ed operatic work is to be found in 
his last opera, Falstaff, written in 
his eightieth year. 


The story of Rigoletto is another 


of those highly colored, rather un- 
savory tales whose melodramatic op- 
portunities; have always attracted 
opera composers, especially in Italy. 
For a full appreciation of the quar- 
tet the following items in the story 
should be known: A heartless man 
of the world, the Duke of Mantua 
(tenor) has wronged Gilda (sopra- 
no), the daughter of the court jest- 
er, Rigoletto (bass). The latter, in 
revenge has enlisted in his aid a 
pretty 'but 
unprincipled 
woman, 


Maddalena (alto). By her coquetry 
she lures the Duke, always ready 
for a new conquest, to a lonly spot 
where an assassin is to murder him. 
Rigoletto, to convince Gilda of the 
unfaithfulness of the -Duke, whom 
she still loves, 
has 
brought 
his; 


daughter to witness his promiscu-l 


ous love-making. The famous seen 
begins with a solo by the Duk'c, wh< 
vows to Maddalena that he loves her 
only. 
She, repulsing>?his advances 


replies that such words are lightly 
spoken. As the Duke protests anew 
Rigoletto asks Gilda-^if she now un 
derstands the. untrufhfulness of th< 
Duke. 
Then, with another solo by 


the Duke, the main part of the quar 
*et begins, the text being "I'm your 
slave, sweet: girl, believe me {Bella 
figlia dell amofe). There follow four 
minutes of as 'beautiful quartet sing- 
ing as have been devised. 


Every listener, even without ex- 


amining the 
details, 
is delighte< 


with the rich and varied mass of 
Sound which comes from the- fo,ur 
singers, testing their vocal and dra- 
matic abilities. As the ensemble is 
analyzed there seems to be a ming- 
ling of four independent solos be- 
cause each of the singers is express- 
'ng both words and emotions which 
are quite individual. The Duke sings 
a flowing, passionate love song fillec 
with the characteristic Italian ardor; 
Maddelena laughs a saucy staccato 
coquettish little air; Rigolleto utters 
an anxious parental warning 
ant 


throat; while Giida pours forth the 
anguished -cry of a broken heart AI 
of these varied ideas and styles Ver- 
di has interwoven with the greatesl 
skill. It requires many hearings anc 
close attention to the quality of the 
various voices to unravel the threads 
of this gorgeous tonal fabric, bu1 
the increased appreciation of the 
skill of tho composer and the signi- 
ficance of the composition well re- 
pays the effort. 
The following ex- 


tract from' the text will both ex- 
plain the scene and indicate the ar- 
rangement of the parts.

Play Here? 


Crowd Glorifies "Dogskin" Johnson, Criminal and Shows Its 
Hostility to Mr. and Mrs. Lemberger, Respectable Citizens.

HE CAPITAL TIMES desires to make an appeal for fair play 


today for two poor, uneducated, hardworking people who 


have not the wealth or the influence or the means of knowing 
how to reach this community with their side of an ugly case. 


We witnessed the disgusting spectacle yesterday of a crowd 


of 1500 people, mostly women, "rooting" and "pulling" .and 
cheering for a man known to be a moral pervert, who has served 
previous terms in both Mendota and Waupun, and who was con- 
stantly at odds with the police in this community. 


We saw this same crowd showing its hostility and anger at 


R man and woman who have earned in this community a repu- 
tation for being hardworking people, who have always attended 
to their own business, have paid their bills, and seemingly never 
had any other desire than to be peaceful and law abiding cttizens 
In their own little home. 


We appreciate that what we may say here may not suit the 


"popular" mind as exemplified in that crowd of yesterday. But 
when we see women with daughters of their own showing their 
sympathy a"nd cheering for a man who has served time for being 
a menace to the children here, then we think it is time for some 
straight thinking in this community and time for somebody to 
say a word of protest. 
* * * 


For ten years there have been whisperings and gossip and 


poisonous stories in MaMison attributing to Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
tin Lemberger some knowledge of the manner in which their 
daughter came to her death. Reference to these rumors were 
rnsde at the hearing yesterday. 


For ten years suspicious eyes have besn levelled at the 


Lembergers by hundreds in this community. 


Let's look at this matter sanely: 
The Lembergers are ordinary examples of uneducated, Ka'rd 


working people. There r.ppears to be but little of artifice or 
cunning or shrewdness in their makeup. For ten years they 
have been watched and questioned and interrogated and the 
story that they have always told has not been budged. 


Until such time as something more than the poisonous 


stories that have been raked up against the Lembergers can be 
produced these people are entitled to better treatment than they 
have been accorded. If the Lembergers have stood for ten 
years against the wiles of crafty lawyers, ever watching police 
officials and gossiping neighbors and their story has not been 
successfully contradicted, these people should at least be given 
fair play. To have a child stolen in the dead of night from 
their home was a heavy enough load for the Lembergers to bear. 
But to have a community subsequently level their eyes on the 
Lembergers is indeed going to the borders of cruelty. 


* # * 


The Capital Times holds no brief for the Lembergers and 


this is not being written with a view to prejudicing the case of 
Johnson in the present hearing. But The Capital Times is for 
fair play in this matter. 


The Lembergers, from all the information we have been able 


to gather, have been law abiding, saving and peaceful citizens. 
True, they are uneducated "foreigners." But just so long as 
Mr. and Mrs. Martin Lemberger live the part of good citizens; 
just so long as they conform to the laws of this land and just 
so long as the hand of the law stays away from their premis.es 
this obscure pair is entitled to fair treatment from the people 
of Madison. 


It is a sad commentary when such a cross section of Madi- 


son citizenship as was.represented at the hearing yesterday 
glorifies a man of "Dogskin" Johnson's type and shows its hos- 
tility to the people of the Lemberger type^ We are not saying 
that the guilt of Johnson for the murder of Annie Lemberger 
has been absolutely established. But we DO KNOW something 
about the past record of Dogskin Johnson. 


The Capital Times wants to see John Johnson get justice. 


But we also insist that the Lemberger family, even if they are 
poor and uninfluential, shall also be given a square deal. 


The spectacle at yesterday's hearing was a disgrace to this 


community.

Students at the state university, 


say Madison'xiispatches, will hold a 
referendum vote next Monday on 
whether hazing conditions will 
be 


continued. 


Might as well hold a referendum 


on lynching. That is a pajor mani- 
festation of the same spirit to which 
the outbreaks at ' the university 
within the last few years have been 
due. 


After the campus melee of June 4 


this year in which eight .students 
were, injured, being hit with stjayes 
and clubs or disfigured by acids: 
Dean Scott H. Goodnight declared 
(green caps, the cap-burning cere- 
mony .and the class.rush could not 
be dissociated from dangerous haz- 
ing and would have to go. 
"The situation has become abso- 


lutely intolerable," said the" dean. 
"Last year cap night cost us the 
life of a student., 
The university 


can not stand -before the public as 
tolerating .that sort of thing, and 
we are not going to tolerate it. We 
are going to clean 4t up." 


People of the state had every rea- 


son to believe that the university 
authorities meant * what they said. 
The student senate, the student •elf- 
governing body promptly 
ordered 


an end to the conditions that have 
led to hazing outbreaks. 


Then protesting students held a 


mass-meeting: 
and 
appointed • a 


strong-arm, committee - to force 
freshmen to' wear green caps and 
obey the hazing rules this fall irre- 
spective of the senate's edict.

President Birgc's comment on-this 


was that he didn't f eel,it was up; to 
him to "meddle" because the 
tion ,was imerely one of student self- 
government.

And.yet a..stu- 
dent referendum is going to be held 
on keeping up the conditions that 
have led to hazing and produced a 
situation that the deaji ' called "in- 
tolerable" and promised to abolish. 


Allowing a. student 
referendum 


on the question doesn't look much 
like .carrying out that promise. With 
the evidence of what the ' "tradi- 
tions" in recent years h'ave led to, 
the hoard of regents and other uni- 
versity 
administrative 
authorities 


should face the situation squarely. 


If there are further hazing out- 


breaks resulting :in injury-of 
stu- 


dents, public opinion in the state is 
not going to condone them as being 
merely incidental to "experiments in 
student 
self-government, 
whose 


charter, in fact, according to the 
dean, rests only' on the 'condition 
that there shall he no hazing. 


Ample power-has bcen-delfigated 


to the university authorities to deal 
with such a situation. They are not 
going; to-be able to dodge responsi- 
bility or "pass" the hjick'7 to the stu- 
dents if further hazing'fracases re- 
sult from (a supine or "wiggle-and- 
wobble" policy.
